A proclamation that all Captaines, Lieutenants, 


and other Officers ſhall repayre to their Companies, and 
that all Souldiers ſhall repayre to their Colours. 


e Hereas, vpon the returne of Our Armie and Fleete from the Iſle 


bee billeted in ſeuerall Counties and plates ntere adiopning to the Dea 
5 Coaſtes, where with moſt conueniencie to the Souldiers, and leaſt 

trouble to the Countrep it might bee beſt perkoꝛmed, vntill Wee ſhould 
haue oppoꝛtunity to implop them, oꝛ other wile diſpoſe of them; Now 
to the intent the ſayd Souldiers may bee exerciled, trayned, and kept 
in good oꝛder, foꝛ the better perfozmance of Our Seruite, when occaſion ſhall require, Wee doe 
hereby publiſh and declare Our Royall pleaſure to bee; And Wee doe ſtraitly charge and tom⸗ 
mand all and eyery theCaptaines, Lieutenants, Coꝛpoꝛals, and other Our Officers, who haue 
the commandof any of Our ſayd Troupes, oz Companies, oꝛ any part of them, That foo2th- 
with they, and enery of them doe repaire to their ſeterall Troupes, and Companies, as they 
tender Our pleaſure , and will anſwere the contrary at their perils, And that all and euery the 
Souldiers, beeing in Dur Pay, who are from their Colours, doe foozthwith , vpon paine of 
death, repayꝛe vnto ſuch Captaine oz Captaines, oꝛ other Officers, vnder whole command, they 
fozmerly ſerued, 02 ſhall bee appointed to ſerue, and there continue Our Seruice, vntill they 
(hall be lawfully diſcharged. 

And foꝛthe better execution ofthis Our iuſt and neceſſary Command, Wee doe hereby ſtrait⸗ 
lycharge and command all and ſingular Tieutenants, Deputie Lieutenants, Maiozs, She- 


riffes, Juſtices of the Peace, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and other Our Offt- 


ters, miniſters and louing Subiccts, within this Dur Realme of England, that if they, oz any 
of them (hall finde, oꝛ bee enfoꝛmed of any Sou dier oꝛ Souldiers, who contrary to this Our 
Command, ſhall not repaire to their Colours, but doe neglett the ſame, notwithſtanding this 
publique warning, That then they lend and conney ſuch Souldier oz Souldters, ſo negligent as 
afoꝛeſapd, from Conſtable to Conſtable , vntill hee ſhall be bzought to his obne Company. 
And koꝛ the pꝛeuenting of all diſozders, which otherwiſe may be committed, it being feared. 
that there being Souldiers in entertainement, many lewd perſons, under the colour of that 
24:NC, Doc, and Will wander as Rogues, and Uagabonds, whereby much harme and pzetudice 
may enlue to Our louing Subiects, Wee doe Hereby [trictly charge and command all and ſin⸗ 
gular Maozs, Shiriffes, Juſtices of Peate, and other Dur Officers and miniſters afo2eſatd, 
That they finding any ſuch Rogues, Uagabonds , oꝛ diſo2dered perſons vnder the name of 
Souldiers, oꝛ other wile, they lend them from Conſtable co Conſtable, vntill they come to the 
place where they were bozne, there to remaine: And Wee doe giue ſtrict charge and command 
to all and euerp Conſtable and Conſtables, and other Officers to be diligent and attendant in 
conneying and conducting ſuch Rogues, Uagabonds, and diſozdered perlons, which from time 
to time (hall bee committed to their care and charge to bee conueyped as atozeſaid , and' in the due 
execution of Our Command concerning the p:emiſles,as they tender their duty and YNeageance 
to Us, and the Peace, and the good of their Countrep, and will anſwere foꝛ the contrary at their 
vttermolt perils,

third yeere of Our Reigne, of England, Scotland, France and Freland.
